Washington, March 
late Senator Colquitt were held in the 
senate chamber this morning at 9 o'clock. 
It was a bright, cold morning. The body, 
in a black covered casket with silver han- 
dies, was placed in the semi-circular space 
in front of the presiding officer's chair. 
Upon the casket rested Easter lilies and a 
wreath of white carnations and white hya- 


gnths intertwined with maiden hair ferns. 


A silver plate on the coffin bore this sim- 
ple inscription: 

“alfred Holt Colquitt, born April 20, 1824; 
died March 24, 1894.” 


Vice President Stevenson was in the 


chair. In chairs to the left of him sat the | 


widow and the relatives of the dead. Mrvs. 
Ben Hill, widow of Senator Hill, was next 
to Mrs. Colquitt. They were deeply veiled, 
as were all the ladies of the Colquitt fami- 
ly. Further out in the chamber sat Mrs. 
Edgar Thompson. Mrs. Gordon and Miss 
Gordon sat in the same row with Mrs. Col- 
quitt, To the right of the vice president 
members of the cabinet except 
Lamont. Back of them were 
Chief Justice Fuller and thé following as- 
gociate justices of the supreme court: 
Messrs. Gray, Hallar, Brewer, Brown, 


_ White and Shiras. 


On the steps to the right and left leading 
up to the vice president’s chair were the 
members of the committees of the house 


and senate selected to escort the remains 


to their place of interment. General Scho- 
field, of the army, sat out to the right of 
the vice president. He was not in uni- 
form. Neither was Commodore Ramsey, 
Who, on the left, represented the navy. 

Nine o’clock is an early hour for Wash- 
ington, but all the gailerfes but two were 
well filled. The president’s gallery was 
empty. So was the diplomatic galery. 
The Japanese minister: and the Chinese 
Minister, the Corean minister and their 
secretaries sat well back to the right. In 
the same row with them were gentiemen 
from the English, French and Hawaiian 
gations. Gut few of che many ladies in the 
falicries wore colors. The blue robe of 
the Chinese minister and the purple waist 


’ of the Corean minister were about the only 


bits of coloring to be seen. Senators and 
Members of the house occupied the chairs 
wf the chamber. 

Speaker Crisp and the members from 
Gecrgia were scated on the right side of 
the chamber. 

The Chaplain’s Nemarks. 

The services were very simple. There 
Was au opening prayer and an address by 
Chaplain Milburn, who, in the course of 
his remarks, recalled the fact that he and 
the lute senuteor were college mates. It was, 
by the way. principally due to the influence 
of his dead friend that Mr. Milburn is the 
devotional officer of the senate.

The Benediction.

The 
coffin was borne out, followed by the com- 
mittees of escort with white sashes over 
their shoulders and black gloves on their 
hands. The body was taken to a hearse. 
All who were to accompany it left the 
chamber and entered carriages. 

Slowly down Pennsylvania 
procession wended its way. 

At the depot the body and the funeral 
party and escort were properly bestowed 
in special cars.,Senator Gordon and Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Bright immediately sought 
the proper railroad officials and arranged 
for a stop of three or four hours at At- 
lanta tomorrow morning. 
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THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


A Contested Case Called Up, but There 
Was No Quorum. 
Washington, March 27.—Today’s proceed- 
ings of the house were opened with prayer 
by Representative Everett, of Massachu- 
setts. A joint resolution was submitted 
from the committee on printing by Mr. 
Richardson, of Tennessee, providing for 
the printing of 600,000 copies of the report 
of the agricultural department for 1893, to 


cost $300,000. It.was agreed to. 
Vario6us executive communications and 


committee reports were reported and ap- 
propriately referred and placed.on the cal- 


endar respectively. 

Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, called up 
the contested election case of O’Neil vs. Joy, 
from the eleventh district of Missouri, in 
accordance with the notice given by him 
last week. : 

Mr. Reed, however, raised the question 
ef consideration, and the yeas and nays 
were ordered without a preliminary divis- 
ion. The vote resulted, yeas 169, nays 1. 
This was seven less than a quorum, and a 
call of the house was ordered. 

On the question of consideration the popu- 
lists voted with the democrats, and also 
Mr. Daniels, of New York. Mr. Herman, of 
Oregon, voted in the negative. 

The call of the house showed 210 members 
present, and another vote on consideration 
of the resolution was ordered. It resulted 
yeas 170, nays 1. This still lacked eight of a 
quorum, and Mr. Patterson asked for 
another call of the house. And thus the 
routine went on until 4 o’clock, when Mr. 
Patterson said it was evident that a quorum 
could not be obtained today. Tomorrow, he 
said, the matter would be taken up again 
and pressed to a completion. 

With that statement he moved that the 
house adjourn. It was agreed to, and, at 
4:08 o’clock, the house was declared ad- 
journed until tomorrow at 12 o’clock.

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STILL NO MESSAGE, 


When It Comes, Though, It Is Almost 
Sure to Be a Yeto. 


SAM SMALL ON THE SEIGNIGRAGE BILL 


He Discusses the President’s Posi- 
tion on the Money Question, 


NORTH AGAINST SOUTH AND WEST 


The Defeat of Silver Legislation for a Long 
Time to Come Seems to Be Mr. 
Cleveland’s Purpose. 


Washington, March 26.—(Special Corre- 
spundence.)—This has been a raw and rainy 
aster day, forbidding to churchgoers, 
mortifying to the millinery mongers and 
generally dampening to the spirits of those 
who discover omens and profess to read 
the signs of the times. 

As I was leaving Atlanta, our genial 
friend, Tammany John Colvin, said: 

“I am waiting for the first change of the 
moon in April to see whether the good 
Lord is with the people or with the admin- 
istration. If He gives us a good moon, 
fair weather and no fruit-killing frost, then 
4 will be sure He is against Cleveland and 
still on the side of common humanity. He 
gave us a mild winter as a godsend to the 
poor after the panic—now a good spring 
season and crop year will make us inde- 
pendent of’ the administration, the gold- 
bugs and the mugwumps!”’ 

Sumething of the same sort of divine de- 
pendence is the only crutch, now, that the 
rank and file of the democrats here can 
lean upon anda encourage their hopes for 
the future of the peopie and the party. 

Monometallism is Triamphant. 

For it is certain now that President 
Cleveland will veto the Bland seigniorage 
bill and settle, for the remainder of his 
term, or until after March 4, 1897, the 
utter repudiation of silver as a co-equivalent 
money measure in this country. So long as 
he holds the veto power over the legisia- 
tion of the nation, silver is at his mercy, 
He means to eliminate it as an issue from 
the coming campaigns, and to that end his 
veto will prove paruaily effectual. What 
will it matter that conventions resolve and 
candidates freight the air with silver elo- 
quence. That will aii amount .o nothing 
of actual benefit to the currency status of 
silver. Tnis country is on the gold basis, 
and will remain there while Mr. Cleveland 
is president. 

You don’t like it, I know, but what can 
you do about it? If there is any satis- 
faction to be reaped from reiterating your 
opinion that si:ver should be restored to 
the position given it in our monetary sys- 
tem by the fathers and that was pledged 
for it afresh in the Chicago platform, all 
right, go ahead, and enjoy your freedom of 
opinicn: But none of thes: things will move 
President Cleveland. He feels sure that 
the interescs of the country ave safer in iis 
keeping than in yours, dear people, and he 
is determined to do for you the work you 
refuse to do for yourselves--save you from 
your own financial heresies! Do you catch 
the idea? 

The cry goes up from millions of throats 
“America for Americans.’’ The common 
masses believe we can live without Europe, 
trade on our own internal credit, and be 
happy and prosperous, This pop- 
ular cry and faith is involved 
in the Bland bill and the representatives of 
the people have demanded of the president 
that he eo-operats with them in the effort 
by signing the bill. They have exhausted 
their power in the passage of the measure 
and now have exhausted their persuasion 
in the endeavor to get him sign it. On his 
action they do not hesitate to say rests the 
fortunes of the democratic party in the im- 
mediate future. They say he must sign the 
bill and save the party, or veto the bill and 
dethrone the democracy. 

Which Wiil He Dof 

He stands face to face with the fact that 
seven-eighths of the democratic representa- 
tives of the people voted for this seigniorage 
bill. 

He knows that these men are not mistaken 
as to the sentiments of the people whom 
they represent. 

He knows that the bill is but a small step, 
in itself, toward the redemption of the popu- 
lar interpretation of the currency plank of 
the Chicago platform on which he was 
nominated and elected. 

He knows that to destroy this endeavor 
of the majority of his party will be to dis- 
gust millions of the party voters, put an 
acute accent of truthfuiness upon republican 
and populist charges of democratic admin- 
istrative and legisiative incompetency, and 
almost ensure to himself an opposition ma- 
jority in the next house of representatives. 

With congress and the country, democrat- 
ically viewed, divided—one wing denounced 
as ‘“‘cuckoos’. and the other wing as 
‘cranks’’—who shall say which is the party 
and which is entitied to determine its 
policy? 

Mr. Cleveland and his adherents are well 
satisfied, in the main, that they are pur- 
suing the only line of policy that can es- 
tablish the democratic party permanently 
in the popular confidence. They confess 
freely that “the people do not see it now, 
but they will come to it!” They rely upon 
the upward trend of democratic fortunes 
for the past twenty years and fhe revival of 
1892 after the slump of 1838. They affect to 
be cock-sure that this country will never 
again return to republican misrule, monopo- 


ly and mongrelism. The logic of their ar- 


gumentation is obscure to the average mind, 
but thoroughly convincing to their own com- 
placency. 

On the other hand, the democratic ma- 
jor‘ty in congress, backed by personal 
knowledge of the condition of the demu- 
cratic sentiment at home, is certain that 
the administration is off the party piat- 
form and ‘“‘off its base’”’ as to what is need- 
ful to preserve and perpetuate party su- 
premacy. While the majority yielded to 
the demand for the repeal of the Sherman 
bill purchase clause, it did so with the un- 
bolstered confidence that an administration 
of democrats, with such a one as John G. 


| 


Carlisle at the head of the treasury, would 7 


surely devise a financial policy that would 


upon the president, should he negative that 
action. 
He Seems to Be Ready. 


In the advent that President Cleveland con- 
cludes to veto the bill_he seems prepared to 
shoulder the blame and face the conse- 
quences. 

Congressman Culberson, in an interview 
with the president, urged him to sign the 
bill, saying “‘it will not injure any ligitimate 
business interest of the country to do so, 
and it will prove the salvation of the demo- 
cratic party in the south.” 

Mr. Cleveland replied that “‘with the sec- 
ond statement you make I fully agree, but 
as to the first I am still in doubt.” 


So that the first consideration. with the | 


president is the effect his action may have 
upon business. 

But that faises the question, ‘‘Where 
does the business of the country lie?’’ Are 
we to understand, arguing from his point 
of view should it compel a veto, that New 
York monopolizes the “‘business’’ of the 
country, and that there is no ‘‘blsiness” in 
the south and west? What makes “‘busi- 
ness” in New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and other eastern markets? Do imports 
and domestic manufactures, or do the great 
products of the west and south? If the 
farmers, planters, miners, stock raisers, 
lumbermen and quarrymen of those regions 
have no “business” interests that can claim 
recognition from the executive, truly it is 
high time that the fact should be known 
and the inevitable issues such a decision 
would raise. be fought out to a finish. 

When Jesus turned to Peter and his fel- 
low disciples, on a certain occasion, and 
said to them, “Will ye also go away?” 
Peter replied humbly: ‘Lord, to whom shall 
we go; Thou hast the word of eternal life.’’ 

So it is an accepted fact with certain 
portions of the democracy, of which por- 
tion Mr. Cléveland is claimed as chief, that 
the southern people cannot go elsewhere 
than to him and with him, no matter how 
they may disagree with his policies. He 
holds the word of hope, politically, so far 
as they are concerned so long as he is the 
head of the party. Judging the future by 
the past, he is not without precedent for 
believing that he ig free to do what he 
thinks best, and the south and west will 
fall into line submissively in the end—for 
“to whom else can they go?” 

It is not for me to solve the puzzle. Each 
elector has the right to finger it for him- 
self and decide it to his own comfort. I 
only photograph the situation as I see it, 
and the problems thug shown up are not 
mine. They belong to’the president and 
the people. But I do not hesitate to say 
that the next few days of suspense will 
precede an era in the nistory of,the dem-~ 
ocratic party. Consequences will immedi- 
ately follow the tracing of Grover Cleve- 
land's name to the bill or veto message that 
no man dares now to diagnose and limit.

Washington, March 27.—(Special.)—The 
president’s message on the seigniorage bill 
was not sent in today. It was expected up 
to 3 o'clock, when word came from the 
white house that the president would not 
communicate with congress today by mes- 
sage. It is confidently expected that he 

will be heard from tomorrow. 

The del#y has caused a slight renewal 
of the talk that he may avnnrove the bill or 
permit it to become a law by allowing ten 
days after it reached him to lapse without 
action oh his part. Really, though, even 
those who hav2 hoped the strongest that 
there would be no veto have,given up. 
They have brought themseives to face the 
inevitable. There are many more people 
who think that the veto will be a mistake 
than are willing to say so for publication. 

The expected veto was one of the causes 
which prevented Speaker Crisp from 4ac- 
companying the remains of Senator Col- 
quitt to Georgia. The members of the 
senator’s family wanted him to go and he 
desired to be one of the escort, but he 
could not get away. The expected veto and 
the fact that contested election cases are 
on, together with other important business, 
make it imperative for the speaker to re- 
main in Washington.

Inridge Promised to Marry Her. 


MAJOR MOORE BACK ON THE STAND 


He Contradicts Some Features of 
Miss Pollard’s Téstimony. 


PERHAPS HIS MEMORY FAILS HIM 


The Chief of Pelice Relates the Scenes on 
the Day the Guilty Couple Called 
on Him—That Letter in Court, 


Washington, March 27.—Expert testimony 
to prove that Madeline Pollard made the ad- 
vances, which resulted in the long liason 
between Colonel Breckinridge and herself, 
was the feature of the breach of promise 
suit today. A letter dated at Wesleyan 
college, July 20, 1884, addressed to Colonel 
Breckinridge, and signed ‘‘Madeline V.,Pol- 
jard,’”’ was produced by the defense, and 
experts who had compared it with letters 
acknowledged to have been written by Miss 
Pollard testified that the hand writing in 
the first letter was that of the person who 
wrote the others. When the July letter 
was shown Miss Pollard on the stand, she 
pronounced it a forgery. She said she had 
written Colonel Breckinridge in July, 1834, 
asking his advice about the threat made by 
James C. Rodes, but that she had not asked 
him to call on her. The deiense claims 
that the letter dated July 20th was written 
by Miss Pollard when Colonel Breckinridge 
had not answered the letter she ackndw!- 
edged writing. 

The disputed letter was not placed in evi- 
dence, but it is known that it contains an 
invitation to Colonei Breckinridge to call 
on the alleged writer at Wesleyan college 
and compliments him on his “nice face.”’ 

The only other witness was Major William 
G. Moore, the chief of Washington’s police, 
who denied statements that Miss Pollard 
said had been made by Colonel Breckin- 
ridge and herself in his office on two oc- 
casions in May, 1893, when Colonel Breckin- 
ridge promised to marry the plaintiff. 

Hardly any people were present in the 
courtroom this morning when the case was 
called, and the big, bare courtroom looked 
cheerless in comparison with its aspect on 
former days in the trial. The court was 
somewhat late in assembling, and then 
there was another long wait while Colonel 
Breckinridge sent for Major Butterworth. 
But Major Butterworth had not appeared 
at 10:15 o’clock, so Judge Bradley said he 
could not wait longer. 

Contradicting Madeline. 

“Then tell Major Moore to come arotnd,” 
said Major Shelby, and as the chief of po- 
lice took the stand, Major Butterworth en- 
tered the courtroom. ’ 

Mr. Shelby conducted the examination of 
Major Moore, who had already testified in 
behalf of Miss Pollard. In answer to ques- 
tions from Mr. Shelby, Major Moore denied 
statements made by Miss Pollard on the 
stand with reference to what had been said 
at interviews had between Colonel Breckin- 
ridge and Miss Pollard and the witness. 
He denied that Colonel Breckinridge had 
said, as testified by Miss Pollard, ‘this is 
one of life's tragedies,’’ adding that this 
young woman had borne him two children 
and that there was a third in prospect, to 
which, according to Miss Po.lard s testimony 


she replied, ‘‘yes, Major Moore, | gave my- 


self to him.’’ 

Some other minor things testified to by 
Misa Pollard in refrence to the conversa- 
tions in Major Moore’s office were also de- 
nied by Major Moore. This concluded his 
direct examination and he was turned over 
for cross-examination to Judge Wilson. 

Major Moore said, in answer to Judge 
Wiison, that his recollection of the conver- 
Sations in his oltice between the piaintut, 
the defendant and himself on May 13th and 
on May 17th was based almost entirely on 
shorthand notes which he had made imme- 
diately after the interviews. He would 
hardly have remembered much about the 
two interviews if it were not for the short- 
hand notes, 

Judge Wilson wanted particularly to know 
whether there was anything said by Miss 
Pollard in the direction or suggestion that 
this was a sham and deception that was be- 
ing practiced on Major Moore, 

Major Butterwgqrth objected to this ques- 
tion, and a tilt ensued over allowing it to 
stand. Judge Bradley decided in favor of 
Judge Wilson, and Major Moore answered, 
“There was not.”’ 

Major Moore said he made the notes al- 
most immediately after the interviews en- 
ded, and his memory was largely dependent 
on them. He also admitted that many 
things said at the interview might have 
passed entirely out of his mind. 

“What was his (Colonel Breckinridge’s) 
manner when he made these declarations to 
you about marrying Miss Pollard?” was 
Judge Wilson’s next question. 

“Quiet,” said Major Moore, after an ob- 
jection to the question had been overruled. 

“I want to know whether on that occasion 
her manner did not indicate satisfaction and 
gratification over the promise of marriage ?’’ 

“Oh, we object to that, too,” said Colonel 
Phil Thompson, but the question was al- 
lowed and Major Moore said: 

“Her manner indicated satisfaction and 
gratification.”’ 

On redirect examination by Mr. Shelby 
Major Moore was on the stand with refer- 
ence to statements that had been made by 
him when previously on the stand and 
to these Judge Wilson objected on the 
ground that they had all been gone over 
before, and he was sustained in several 
instances. Exceptions were noted by the 
defense. This concluded Major Moore’s 
testimony. 

Experts in Handwriting. 

Dr. G. B. Shaeffer, deputy coroner of the 
District of Columbia, was put on the stand 
as an expert in handwriting to examine 
the letter which Colonel Breckinridge says 
he received from Miss Pollard in 1884, and 
which caused him to call on her at the 
Wesleyan college of Cincinnati the week 
their intimate relations began. Miss Po}- 
lard read this letter on the stand and 
pronounced it a forgery. “‘No one knows 
better than that man there,” she said, indi- 
cating Colonel Breckinridge, “that it was 
not written by me.” This letter has never 
heen made public. 

Dr. Shaeffer was asked many questions 
as to his practice in detecting forgeries 
and in rupning down anonymous letter 


yin handwriting, he said; in several trials 


and devoted from two to six hours a day 
to the study. 

After examining Dr. Schaeffer for nearly 
an hour as to his knowledge of handwrit- 
ing, Judge Wilson said he was satisfied 
that Dr. Shaeffer did not have the neces- 
Sary qualifications of an expert, but Judge 
Bradley thought otherwise and allowed the 
witness to remain on the stand. 

Major Butterworth handed Dr. Shaeffer 
the Jetter purporting to be to Colonel Breck- 
inridge from Miss Pollard, which she ciaims 
is a forgery, another letter signed “‘W. C. 
P. B.”’ and a bundle of Miss Pollard’s let- 
ters to old man R. G. Rodes. 

Dr. Shaeffer said he had examined all 
of thes2 yesterday. 

‘‘Now, uoctor,”’ said Major Butterworth, 
“having compared these carefully as you 
state, can you say whether this letter here 
(one of Miss Pollard’s acknowledged 
epistles) was written by the same person 
as this (the letter claimed to be forged.) 

“Yes, sir, they were written in the same 
handwriting.’’ 

Not So Old As Claimed. 

*“‘Now, doctor, 1 hand you a Christmas 
card which was taken from a work of 
Washington Irving’s. Can you state wheth- 
er the writing on it, ‘compliments of W. 8. 
LD.” has been wriuten more than five 
years?” 

This is the card which the defense 
claims that Miss Pollard slipped into a 
volume of Irving at St. Joseph Foundling 
asylum while she was there getting up 
evidence last December to prove her claim 
that she was at the asylum in 1835 and 
gave birth to a baby there. 

Judge Wilson objected to Major Butter- 
worth’s question, and it was modified, Dr. 
Shaeifer being asked how long ago the 
writing had been done. The witness an- 
swered that it looked to have been writ- 
ten not more than three or four years 
ago. That was the utmost limit, and it 
| might have been written within three or 
four months. Dr Snaeffer entered into a 
technical explanation as to how ink is af- 
fected by exposure to the air to prove his 
asseruons and he was then-turned over 
for cross examination to Judge Wilson. 

“What are your charges per day in giv- 
ing testimony as an expert?’ was Judge 
Wilson’s first question. 

Dr. Shaeffer was wary and answered the 
question by asking another as to whether 
Judge Wilson wanted know how much he 
was to get in this case. 

Judge Wilson asked many more questions 
to ascertain what was the regular charge 
of the witness for expert testimony, and 
it was clear that he was trying to show 
what weight a big fee would have on 
the witness. 

Colonel Phil Thompson objected to these 
questions, but Judge Bradiey said they 
were ali right as tending to show the 
weight of the witness’ testimony. 

After a great many questions, Dr. Shaef- 
fer, whose hesitation to answer was ban- 
ished by a remark from Judge Bradley, 
.said he had no fixed schedule for law cases, 
‘but had charged from % up to $% for his 
services as an expert. ‘The ietters prdduced, 
he said, had been given him by Colonel 
breckinridge on Sunday night and he had 
examined them thén and last night. The 
Christmas card was examined yesterday 
morning in the court. He had given three 
hours yesterday to the letters and two 
hours to the card. The examination of the

The Appearance of Ink. 


“And you mean to say that you determine 
the age of that ink by sight alone?’ 
asked Judge Wilson. 

“Yes, sir,”’ was the answer, and the 
ufactured for the purpose of deceiving him 
he could not modify what he had said. 

Dr. Shaeffer said he could get nearly 
mathematical exactness in determining 
writing. Then, he said in answer to an- 
other question by Judge Wilson: “1 feel 
much more certain that Madeline Pollard 
wrote that letter (the alleged forgery) 
than I do as to the date of the handwriting 
as stated by me.” 

Judge Wilson wanted to know whether if 
Dr. Shaeffer were employed to detect simi- 
larities in two letters apparently written 
by the same hand, the fact that he had 
been called on for that kind of service 
would prejudice him or affect his judgment 
in the matter. 

Dr. Shaeffer at first said he would decline 
the work. 

Then Judge Wilson made Dr. Shaeffer tell 
how he noted dissimilarities in handwrit- 
ing, ani had him note the difference be- 
tween the letter ‘“‘C’’ in one note and the 
letter “C’”’ in another note. Then the letter 
“W" was taken up, and Dr. Shaeffer said 
he knew positively that a ‘“‘W” in the al- 
leged forged letter was exactly like the 
“W"’ in about twenty other letters written 
by Miss Pollard. 

“Now, show me a ‘W’ like this in any one 
of the letters,”’ said Judge Wilson, and at 
the end of a long examination the witness 
declared that he found two ‘‘W’s’”’ in a let- 
ter and both were a little different from 
the one indicated. Two more “‘W’s” in sepa- 
rate notes were shown Dr. Shaeffer, and 
he said they were entirely different. Then 
two separate “‘i’s’’ were shown him, and 
Judge Wilson asked if he could tell wheth- 
er two letters so entirely different were 
written by the same person. 

“I might,” said Dr, Shaeffer, evasively

An immense concourse of people will 
meet the remains at the depot. The funeral 
procession will be one of the largest and 
most imposing ever seen in the south. 
Every livery carriage in the city has been 
engaged and scores of private vehicles will 
} also be in use. All business tm the city 
will be suspended during the hours of the 
funeral, and flags will fly at half mast.

MARCHED FOURTEEN MILES. 


Coxey’s Army Reaches 
Halt for Lunch. 

Alliance, O., March 27.—This point was 
reached by the Commonweal army, after 
& march of fourteen miles over very rough 
and muddy roads. The third day out from 
Masvillon was as unpleasant as any of its 
predecessors. Cold, cutt.ng winds and an oc- 
casional snow flurry prevailed till dark. 
Camp Peffer, at Louwisville, O., was de- 
serted at 9 o’clock by the army of peace and 
with three cheers for the town mayor, the 
column swung off on its first long tramp. 
Curious people gaped at the freaky pro- 
cession as it passed through the country. 
At Maximo a short stop was made and one 
mile further on the column halted for lunch. 
When the college settlement at Mount Un- 
ion, on the outskirts of Alliance was 
reached the gaping crowds began to 
thicken. From that point to the location 
of Camp Bunker Hill, at the Alliance fair 
grounds, people flocked out to see the cav- 
alcade pass, Tents were raised and they 
gathered wood for fires. By the time sup- 
per rations were distributed things were 
comfortable. Alliance is the most enthu- 
siastic town. Many sympathizers with the 
movement live here. Supplies to the 
amount of half a car load came in. A load 
of hay for the stock was included. The 
railways ran excursion cars to the scene 
every fifteen minutes. As evening came on 
recruits began to ceme in and Adjutant 
Smith had seventy-five new men on the 
roils tonight. This makes the column 184 
strong. Tae new men are better prepared 
than their predecessors. At 4 o'clock a pub- 
lic meeting was held in the opera house 
of the town. Commander Coxey spoke to 
an immense house. 

Another meeting was held later in the 
evening. Independent church, a body of 
free thinkers, offered their building for 
sleeping quarters, but it was declined. 

A very hostile disposition was noticeable 
today in the camp. It Was aimed at the 
correspondents accompanying the expedi- 
tion. The men claim ihat thgy have been 
abused and want revenge. Mayor Excel has 
appointed twelve special police officers for 
tonight, but anticipates no troubie. It was, 
however, learned from a prominent state 
militiaman tonight that the feeling at the 
capital has ent:reiy changed and some in- 
security is feit. The fear of the officials is 
that the army may be set upon by disorder- 
sy elements in some of the towns to be passed 
through. For that reason a letter had 
been written to all the captains of. the 
militia companies aiong .ne route. No order 
to keep under arms is given, but the letter 
advises the officers to have the men ready 
for muster. 

it 5 o’clock Commander Coxey left for 
Massillon, his home, thence to go by a 
later train to Chicago to attend a stock 
sale at the union stock yards. He denies 
that the trip *has anything to “do with his 
financial difficulties. Mr. Coxey says he 
will join the command at Columbiana on 
Thursday.

Frye’s Army Still Camped at Finlay. 

The Governor’s Orders. 
-San Antonio, Tex., March 26.—The United 
States industrial army of seven hundred 
men, of which General L. C. Frye is the 
commander, is not moving on Washington 
very rapidiy. At last accounts received 
here by the Southern Pacifie railroad offi- 
cials tonight, the entire army ts still camp- 
ed at Finlay. The people of El Paso, fear- 
ing that the army wouid turn back and 
visit their city again, are endeavoring to 
raise sufficient money to pay tor a train to 
bring the army to San Antonio and nego- 
tiations are now pending witn the railroad 
Officials for securing the lowest possible 
rate for the men. The Southern Pacific of- 
ficials state that they are perfectly willing 
to haul the men if their fares are paid. The 
injunction prohibiting the men frem inter- 
fering with the mgvement of trams is still 
in effect in El Paso county. The company 
of rangers, under command of Captain 
Hughes, who is guarding the railroad com- 
pany’s rroperty at Finlay was withdrawn 
today upon the following telegraphic order 
from Governor Hogg: 

“Austin, Tex., March 27.—Captain Hughes, 
Finlay, Tex.—By what authority are you in 
the service of the Southern Pacific company, 
guarding their trains at Finlay ana pre- 
venting the removal of the starving men at 
that point? You are hereby commanded to 
remove your forces from Finlay and to in- 
terfere in no manner whatever, uniess either 
side resorts to arms.

DISASTROUS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


All Vegetable Crops and Fruits Be- 
lieved to Be Mend. 

Raleigh, N. C., Margi 27.—(Special.)—The 
heavy freeze last night has payed havoc 
with the fruit, truck and strawberries in 
North Carolina, The temperature this morn- 
ing varied from 28 degrees, at Wilmington, 
to 4 degrees in the mountain region. So far 
as can be learned all tne fruit in bloom is 
killed. This includes all peaches and pears 
and most of the applies. The wheat and 
oats are injured and so is clover. The loss- 
es on these may be heavy. The truck crops, 
particularly beans and peas, appear to be 
pretty well wiped out. 

The commissioner of agriculture who was 
interviewed today by The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent, said: “I believe that the dam- 
age is even greater than was anticipated. 
Everything was extremely full of sap. Ear- 
ly wheat was knee high and oats were 
jointing. Il am sure they have suffered 
greatly. There was no frost ‘this morning, 
but a freeze which made thick ice and froze 
the ground very hard. AN the fruit I have 
examined is killed. ‘The damage done is im- 
mense. The Truck crops are all déad. Peas 
were nearly ready to ship. It is learned 
that at some piaces strawberries were froz- 
en hard. The beans are cut down to the 
ground and they are being replanted today. 
‘There was never a more disastrous freeze 
in North Carolina.”

Session in Macon.

Macon, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—tTne 
state council of Catholic Knights of 
America met in the seventh biennial ses- 
sion in this city today at noon in the par- 
lors of the Hotel Lanier.

He Makes a General Denial of the 
Charges Against Him. 


HE LEFT NO GIRL BROKEN HEARTED 


Declares That He Has Not Had an Affair 
ot the Heart, and Has Very 
Small Debts. 


Athens, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—Charles 
Le Baron Withrow, the handsome young 
attorney from Atlanta, who has been ac- 
cused in the newspapers of fieecing his 
friends, duping his creditors and breaking 
the hearts of some of Atlanta's fairest 
daughters, is in Athens today. 

This morning he called upon The Consti- 
tution correspondent to request the publi- 
cation of his side of the story. 

Hie was very indignant over the accounts 
of his actions as published in The Macon 
Telegraph and The Augusta Chronicle from 
their Atlanta correspondent. He was per- 
fectly calm, however, and during his re- 
cital showed no special excitement. 

He was neatly dressed, but did not ap- 
pear the perfect swell he has been pic- 
tured by the newspapers. 

He drew from his pocket several books 
in which he had kept his accounts and to 
which he constantly referred as he talked. 

He said: “I never had a suite of rooms 
at the Kimball and only stayed there two 
days. When I first went to Atlanta I 
stayed at the Aragon, but took a single 
room at their lowest rate on the top floor. 

‘In about a month I left the Aragon and 
was at the Grady hospital for two weeks 
sick with the grip; then I slept in my office 
on Whitehall street and took my meals at 
different places. Instead of being a high 
fiyer of the first water, as the newspapers 
charge, my expenses since the Ist of Jan- 
uary have been less than $1 a day. All 
the money I’ve had has been spent in 
paying some indebtedness I had in At- 
lanta. 

“After being in Atlanta one month, talk- 
ing with attorneys and trying to get a po- 
sition in a law office, I formed a partner- 
ship with Mr. Samuel C. Dean. | am 
charged with getting some of Mr. Dean's 
money, but he has not loaned me more 
than $15 at the outside. 

“I deny most emphatically that I have 
borrowed money from my friends, as has 
been charged. I do not owe ali told in the 
c.ty of Atlanta $225 and I am able to re- 
pay that indebtedness on a very few days’ 
time. 

The Law Revicw Started. 

“About this time, in connection with an- 
other attorney, whose name it is not neces- 
sary to mention, The Southern Law Review 
was organized. Mr. Dean had no connec- 
tion with this further than that when the 
details of a partnership were talked over 
and the divisions of prunts were discussed 
I agreed to put into the law partnership 
all of the profits I made out of The Law 
Review, which would amount to half of 
the net profits. 

“The Southern Law Review has had no 
capital. The attempt was to make the sub- 
scription and adveriising pay the expenses. 
No one was ever asked to invest a cent in 
the scheme. All the advertising contracts 
only amounted to $44, the bulk of whica 
Was payable after the third number of The 
Law Review was issued. The first number 
of The Law Review aj peared on the 20th 
of February and 2,000 copies were printed, 
300 copies were deliverea to me and the 
balance were held by the Mutua! Printing 
Company, which did the printing, and all 
of its bill except $20 was paid. 

“At that time there was due The Review 
from subscriptions and advertising some- 
where in the vicinity of $100. Several days 
after the issuc came out it was agreed be- 
tween Mr. Baldwin, my business manager, 
and myself that the best way to increase a 
circulation was to make a personal can- 
vass of the state. Accordingly I went on 
the 23d of February to Macon, where I 
stayed two days. I did a good business in 
Macon, but collected a very small sum of 
money. 


He Tours the State. 


“From Macon I went to Eastman, Bax- 
ley, Brunswick, Savannah, Augusta and 
from Augusta to Athens, stopping at many 
sma!!! towns. In these places I have col- 
lected altogether just $7 in subscriptions, 
for which I have gtv2n my receipts for 
every cent. About 100 subscribed _ alto- 
gether. 

“This I am anxious to have published to 
correct the exaggerated newspaper reports 
which have been sent throughout the state, 
declaring that I am getting rich by fleecing 
the lawyers of the state. Every cent of 
this money which 1 have collected will be 
returned to the subscribers of The Law Re- 
view in case the publication of the maga- 
zine is suspended. 


Will Return to Atlanta. 


“The impression seems to have gone 
abroad that I have iteft Atlanta never to 
return. Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. I shall be in Atlanta before the ist 
day of April at th> latest. A report has 
gone abroad that while in Augusta I suc- 
ceeded in getting cashel several bogus 
drafts. lt is untrue. While in Augusta I 
askeil Mr. W. H. Fleming if he cou'd 
arrange it so that I could cash a draft of 
$10 on Withrow & Dean and he took me 
to his brother's bank, where the draft was 
cashed on his endorsement. 

“I notified my office by mail of the draft 
and have hearc nothing more from it, but 
infer from the newspaper reports that it 
was not honored. 

“This is the #hiy draft that I have ever 
drawn in the state of Georgia, and it was 
drawn, not upon my friends, but upon a 
firm of which I was the senior member, 
and I had every reason to believe that there 
were funds there sufficient to pay it. 


Those Wine Suppcrs. 


“It is also reported that while in Augusta 
and other places I gave wine suppers and 
was a high fiyer generally. This I deny. I 
have not tasted wine since I left Atlanta. 
I did live well in Savannah, stopping at 
the De Soto for two weeks, but not one 
cent of my expenses was paid from the 
funds of The Law Review. The bills were 
paid out of my regular allowance from my 
father’s estate. 

“The Mysterious Disappearance.” 


“At no time since I left Atlantz have I 
tried to hide any of my actions. Before 
leaving Savennah I notified Mr. Baldwin 
of my plans from that time until I should 
reach Atlanta. As regards my ‘mysterious 
disappearance’ and for the benefit of my 
mourning victims, friends and dupes, I 
wish to say that at every place at which 
I stoppeil ‘Charles Le Baron Withrow, At- 
janta, Ga.,” appears upon the register. In 
those places at least ther: is no 
one, who, ‘deceived by my airy 
manners and fine clothes,’ mourns my 
departure. Every man who gave me a 
cent holds my receipt and on every hotel 
register my bil! is marked ‘paid.’ 


That Peachtree Daughter. 


‘The last subject upon which I wish to 
touch is the report that in my departure 
from Aticnta I left broken-hearted and dis- 
consolate the fair daughter of one of the 
most aristocratic familie; on Peachtree 
street. This statement upon its face must 
be absurd to those who know me, par- 
ticularly those with whom I have confi- 
dential relations, because they krow that I 
do not know a single family residing on 
Peachtree stree*, anil that in fact it so 
happens that there is not a marriageable 
daughter in one singl2 home in Atlanta to 
which I have had the entree. 

“These newspaper reports, however ab- 
surd and unfounded, have nevertheless 
greatly interfered with my success in so- 
liciting subscribers, and from Athens I 
shall return to Atlanta, there to remain 
until I am completely exonerated in this 
affair.”

Witnesses in a Moonsbine Case to Be 
Tried for Perjury—Military Men 
Are to Meet Tonight. 


Augusta, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—The 
arbitration committee, composed of Captain 
William B. Young, Mr. Leonard Phinizy 
and Charles 8. Bohler, appointed by the 
citizens and the city to arbitrate the damaye 
cla.ms made against the city by the property 
owners for damage done their real estate 
by the filling in of Broadway above Hawk's 
gully bridge, is holding daily meetings. 
The claimants are Colonel D. B. Dyer, 8. 
H. Mosely, John Harris and James Mc- 
Carthy. The total value of the property 
damaged is estimated by the owners to be 
worth $4,200. The city has filled in the street 
eight to nine feet above the land of the 
preperty owners who now want the city to 
fill up their lots even with the street or pay 
damages, 

The decision of the judges in this case may 
have a bearing on th> case between the 
city and the Port Royal and Western Caro- 
lina railroad. The city is trying to compel 
the road to elevate its tracks to the level 
of the street and the road refuses to do the 
work.

There Was Great Exe¢itement at Black- 
shear Last Night. 

Waycross, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—R. 
H. Murphy and others from Blackshear, 
reported that a negro who attempted to as- 
sault a-Miss Williams at Blackshear this 
morning, was being pursued by a posse 
and that two bloodhounds were on his trail. 
The negro wes captured here late this af- 
ternoon by the sheriff of Pierce county. 
He was brough* to Waycross for safe keep- 
ing. The authorities here learned that there 
were threats of lynching the negro if kep: 
here and they refused to take him to jail. 


It was then decided that the prisener should 
be taken to Brunswick as it was not thought 
safe to return with him to Blackshear, 

The sheriff put the man on the Brunswick 
train. The prisoner was Chained to a sea. 
Finally train No. 78 arrived. The sheriff 
took the prisoner unobserved ove: to the 
other train. There was general digappoint- 
ment among the crowd at the depot when 
the train left for Blackshear and it was 
discovered that the prisoner had left. There 
Was subdued excitement at Blackshear when 
the sheriff returned with the negro. Threats 
were made against the negro if brought 
back and grave apprehensions are felt for 
his safety tonight. The Pierce county jail 
is not considered safe against a mob and 
should an attempt be made to lynch the 
prisoner there will be no hope of his escap- 
ing. 

Miss Sallie Williams was cooking break- 
fast this morning when the negro came to 
the dining room door and asked for a cup 
of coffee. The young lady told him there was 
none prepared. The negro’s vicious face 
fairly gleamed and he used most insulting 
language. He caught hold of her and the 
young lady screamed. Her mother, who was 
asléep, awoke and came to her assistance. 
The negro fled from the house to the woods 
near by. Mr. Wiliiams and his wife raised 
an alarm and bloodhounds were ordered 
from Watertown and put on the trail of the 
negro.

SPRING RESTORED. 


But the Damage Wrought by the Cold 
Is Beyond Repair, 


FRUIT TREES HAVE BEEN DESTROYED 


And Years Will Go by Before t+ Coun- 
try Gets Over the Effect-—The 
Weather Bureau. 


Warmer skies have at last begun to tem- 
per the winds from the northwest and the 
spring will now be allowed to resume her 


/ journey. 


Yesterday morning, when the city began 


| to stir, having thrown off her winter bian- 
. kets with more than usual reluctance, the 
mercury had reached its lowest ebb and set- 


tled at 19 degrees Farenheit. From this 
point, as the day advanced, it began to as- 
cend gradually until hope was finally re- 
sumed on the part of those who were about 
to beccme dispirited. During the afternoon, 
with the exception of a slight edge to the 
atmosphere, there was littie trace of the 
rigcrs which had passed s0 recently over 
this part of the eartna. 

With a newspaper man’s desire to serve 
the public as well as to satisfy his own 
speculations on the subject, a representative 
of The Constitution calied to see the weath- 
er man in the little upper room of the cus- 
tom house building. 

“I know what you are after,” said he, 
with a twinkle in nis eye. ‘“You have come 
to see about the weather.”’ 

“Entirely correct. 1 see you are good at 
guessing,”’ was the visitor’s reply, good 
naturedly, to whica he added for the sake 
of making peace with the weather man, 
“You are elways right, as for that matter, 
and the people of Atlanta have unbounded 
confidence in your skill. Do you think we 
are going to have any summer this year?’ 

Spring Once More in the Saddie. 


After reflecting for a moment, as if to as- 
sure himself that he had caught the full 
meaning of the reporter’s language, he re- 
plied: 

“Yes, the summer will be here as usual. 
You will be as anxious to know in a few 
days if we are going to have any more win- 
ter in this part of the world. You can say 
to your readers that we are not likely to 
have any more cold weather this season. 
The winds have already con.menced to 
blow from the southwest, and the atmos- 
pnere in this locality will soon be fragrant 
and balmy. 

‘In which direction has the coid weather 
proceeced’’’ the question was asked. 

“Towards the Atlantic coast and the 
soutneast,’’ replied the weather man. ‘“Sa- 
vannan and the other towns in that neigh- 
borhood wiil have the severest touch of the 
cold wave today. It has now passed entire- 
ly over this section and is making for the 
warmer latitudes further south.” 

Injury Not Yet Estimated. 

Touching upon the injury which had been 
wrought by tne cold snap the weather man 
was decidedly of the opinion that great hav- 
oc had been played in many portions of the 


state. 

“It is impossible, however, at this time,”’ 
said he, “to form any clear or accurate 
conception of the injury. Steps have beer 
taken, however, that will reduce all sur- 
mises to a certainty.’’ 

“In what way?’ i 

“By sending out written inquiries from 
this department to every county in the 
state. hese will begin to pour in during 
the next few days, and from the returns 
thus officially received the damage which 
has been wrought to the crops can be very 
closely estimated.” 

“How Icng will it take to arrive at any 


definite conclusion?” 

“I think it will take about ten days to 
hear from all of the counties. By the oth 
of next month the reports wiil all be in, and 
from these the injury will be computed.” 

What the Records Show. 


“The records show,” said Director Mor- 
rill, “‘that there is no period in which the 
heat fails to increase on an averag? after 
the 10th of January until we get into May. 
From the 6th of this month to the 21st there 
has never been any increase in *he mean 
temperaiure at all. To make the normat 
temperature run along smoothly there must 
be a great deal of cold weather in May, 
and this fact has given rise to the popular 
expression regarding ‘cold days in May.’ 

“The whole month of February,’’ con- 
tinued Director Morrill, ‘‘from the end of 
January to the Ist of March, there its no 
increase in heat on an average. It is just 
as- warm the last three days in January as 
it is on the Ist and the 2d of March. That 
is the record for Atlanta ever since the 
establishment of the bureau here.”’ 

Speaking of the comparative temperature 
during the months of March and April in 
the past, Director Morrill remarked that 
this week’s snap was colder than that of 
any other month of March during the 
period of fifteen years last past. “Night 
before last,’ saia he. “the thermometer 
registered 19 and the night before that it 
registered 20. In March, 1893, the mean 
temperature was 51.”’ , 

The entire month of April will be warm, 
according to Mr. Morrill’s prediction. He 
bases his conclusion on the history of ali 
the past months of April. The normal 
temperature of this month for the past 
fifteen years has been as high as 62, fre- 
quently the thermometer arising above that 
mark. 

“The warm weather that we expect, how- 
ever,’ laughingly observed the director, 
“will not restore the peach crop in Geor- 

if. 

The weather department is now in tho- 
rough and efficient hands, and is rendering 
valuable service to the government. Under 
the controll of Mr. Park Morrill, the direc- 
tor of the station, the department has be- 
come as thorough in its practical operations 
as any in the county. Mr. Morrill has a 
corps of competent men associated with 
him, who understand their respective du- 
ties, and whose skill is equally as manifest 
as their geniality. 

In Wilcox. 


Abbeville, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
From inquiries of the citizens from various 
sections of the county, it is learned that 
corn planting is about over and some are 
plowing corm and planting cotton. he 
freeze of Sunday night will cause a great 
many farmers in this section to plant over. 
Serious fears are entertained that the fruit 
crop is killed. 

In Washington. 

Sandersville, Ga.. March 27.—(Special.)— 
The temperature fell io 8 degrees below 
freezing point this morning. Grain, vege- 
tables anc fruit generaliy are killed. It is 
impessible to estimate the damage done to 
vegetation of ali kinds in Washington 
county. The oat crop suffers the heaviest 
loss. yoo oats are not Killed, but an- 
other freeze tonight may destroy then. 

The Crop Ruined. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 27.--(Special.)— 
The severe cold snap of Sunday night com- 
pletely ruined the fruit crop in north Ala- 
bama and killed the well advanced gardens 
out completely. The peach trees had all 
bloomed, the strawberries were forming, 
the forest trees were beginning to leaf 
and spring had been announced by vegeta- 
tion in every way. Today the foliage sug- 
gests autumn.- Many young trees, almost 
all of the grapevines and all of the vegeta- 
bles are killed outright, as the sap was 
well up in them. Grief reigns among the 
ladies over the destruction of their flower 
gardens. Even roses were killed by the 
freeze. 

Frozen Hard in Gilmer.

Heavy Losses in Cherokee. 

Canton, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—The 
cold snap and freeze of Monday night, fol- 
lowed by that of last night, :t is feared, 
has killed all the fruit and greatly dam- 
aged the wheat, oats and clover of this 
section. Garden truck is cut down, and 
early gardeners will have their planting 
to do over. This freeze has cost north 
Georgia thousands of dollars.

ICE IN JACKSONVILLE. 
Not Much Damage, However, Is Re- 
ported as Yet. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 27.—(Special.)— 
Today missed being the coldest day of the 
present winter only by two-tenths of one 
degree. The thermometer of the local signal 
affice at 6 o’clock this morning recorded 
32.2. The lowest temperature prior to to- 
day was 32, on November 25th. 

Ice formed this morning an eighth of an 
inch thick in exposed places in the city. 
The thermometer from which the record 
is taken is somewhat sheltered. In ex- 
posed places the temperature was really in 
the neighborhood of 31 degrees. 

Fortunately for the vegetable growers 
and orange men, a good strong wind blew 
and prevented a fail of frost and the set- 
wing of cold air on tender vegetation. As 
it is, the probabilities are that the vegeta- 
ble crop was damaged to a considerable 
extent as far south as Gainesville. The 
extent of the damage cannot be estimated 
for several days. 

At Titusville and Tampa this morning the 
temperature was 38 degrees, and away 
down at Jupiter it was 44. This is remark- 
able for this season of the year. Strict in- 
quiry among farmers and frui.tgrowers fail- 


ed to reveal any apparent damage so far as. 


to crops. No damage of any extent, it is 
said, was sustained in the city or vicinity. 
But this cannot be accurately told yet. 
Captain James, one of the west side truck- 
ers, says that his tender pumpkin vines 
showed no signs of injury this morning. 
The ice formed swas thin, and where the 
wind had full sweep at the water. Tonight 
there is little wind and the danger is great- 
er that vegetables and early iruit buds will 


suffer. 
Loss to Truck Farmers. 


Charleston, S. C., March 27.—The mercury 
went down to 30 degrees this morning and a 
general freeze occurred all through the 
trucking d.strict. The loss to the farmers 
can scarcely be estimated as yet, but it 
will amount to thousands of dollars. The 
crops most affected are peas, cucumbers, 
strawberries, lettuce, ~eans, potatoes and 
early cabbage. 

Damage in North Carolina. 


Wilmington, N. C., March 27.—Reports 
from this section concerning the effect of 
frost and freezes last nighi are very dis- 
heartening. They tell a story of wide- 
spread disaster to truck, nearly all vege- 
tables above ground being destroyed. A 
conservative farmer estimates the damage 
along the line of the Wilmington and Wel- 
don railroad; between Wilmington and 
Goldsboro, a distance of eighty-four miles, 
at least $100,000. 

Telegrams were received today at head- 
quarters of the Atlantic Coast Line, in this 
city, from am points on their extensive 
system of roads are all of the same tenor 
as to the terrible effect of the weather. A 
high official of the Coast Line estimates 
the damage in the sections traversed by

Tobacco Seriously Injured. 

Danville, Va., March 27.—The cold snap 
has played havoc in this section. Al} kinds 
of fruit was greatly damaged and peaches 
which were in full bloom totally destroyed. 
Many tobacco plant beds are seriously in- 
jured, but plants are not totally destroyed 
unless the cold weather should continue a 
few days longer. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


The weather is getting warmer in Geor- 
gia, slowly, but surely. Yesterday morning 
the weather was even colder than on Mon- 
day morning, especially in the southeast 
portion of the state. Freezing temperatures 
were reported as far south as Savannah, 
arid frosts down to the northern districts 
of Florida. But earty in the day the brisk 
and cold northwest wind began dying away 
and temperatures began to slowly rise ac- 
cordingly, particularly in west and-north- 
west Georgia. In Atlanta the maximum 
temperature was 40 degrees, 6 degrees warm- 
er than on Monday.

The Chirp of the Cuckoo. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the even- 
ing Cuckoo, which fattens on misrepre- 
sentation of The Constitution, has the 
following in its issue of yesterday: 


This morning The Constitution has an ed- 
itorial attacking Hon. Henry G. Turner on 
his sound financial views and another de- 
scribing the sort of man who must be ap- 
pointed by Governor Northen to fill Senator 
Colquitt’s unexpired term.

The Constitution has done 
nothing of the kind. In an editorial 
reference yesterday to a recent interview 
with Judge Turner by a correspondent 
of The New York World, we took occa- 
sion to express our belief that the former 
had been misrepresented in the alleged 
interview in which he was made to say 
that he had told Mr. Cleveland that “it 


would be better to sign the seigniorage 


bill and end the agitation on the silver 
question than to veto it and thereby give 
incentive to the reopening of the free 
coinage fight.” 

It was the evident purpose of the in- 
terview to have it appear that Judge 
Turner, as one of the representatives of 
the southern democracy, had signified to 
Mr. Cleveland his willingness to barter 
the financial pledge of the democratic 
platform for the insignificant considera- 
tion that would be afforded by the ap- 
proval of the seigniorage bill.

shall feels is late in developing. There 
has not been a day during the past 
twenty years when he could not have 
made the same complaint, for there is 
no blunder too monstrous and no propo- 
sition too ridiculous to meet the ap- 
proval of the so-called financiers of New 
York city, provided only that it runs in 
the direction of their selfishness and 
greed. 

Matthew Marshall is very much mis- 
taken if he thinks that any sensible per- 
son in the nation at large pays any defer- 
ence to the opinions of the so-called 
financiers of New York. It is true that 
these men manage to influence legisla- 
tion, but it is not because any thought- 
ful person defers to their views. It is 
because they have at their back the or- 
ganized money power of Wall street, 
with ramifications that reach to every 
part of the country where there is a na- 
tional bank. It is only through the 
power of this monster organization that 
the pretended financters of New York 
have any influence at all. 

People who take an interest in public 
affairs know that there is more igno- 
rance on financial questions in the busi- 
ness and banking circles of New York 
city than in any other part of the coun- 
try, and it is ignorance that is as impu- 
dent and as arrogaut as it is stuni’ 

Take, for example, the claims made by 
both of the great business boards of 
New York with respect to the bullion sil- 
ver purchased under the Sherman act. 
The pretended financiers of New York, 
taking their cue from the mendacity of 
John Sherman, solemnly declare that 


‘the silver which was purebased with 


treasury notes under the Sherman act 
is by that act pledged as collateral se- 
curity for the payment of these notes, 
and that to coin it or to make any use 
of it except to sell it for what gold it will 
bring in the market, would be a breach 
of public faith. 

Now, this is the doctrine.invented by 
John Sherman’s mendacity, and it is 
subscribed to by the pretended finan- 
ciers of New York city—the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce and of the 
board of trade and transportation. It 
is no wonder that Mr. Matthew Marshall 
Winces at this arrogant display of igno- 
rance and ‘protests against it in the 
public prints. It is no wonder that he 
administers a stinging rebuke to those 
who, professing to be experts in finance 
and economics, make such a monstrous 
display of ignorance. 

There is, as a matter of course, no 
hint or suggestion in the Sherman act 
that the silver purchased under its pro- 
visions shall be held as collateral in the 
Shape of bullion, or in, any other shape 
except coined dollars; nor is there the 
slightest hint or suggestion that the bul- 
lion shall be sold for gold with which 
to redeem the treasury notes of 1890. 

The law is perfectly plain and simple, 
and if its mandate had been carried out 
—that is to say, if the secretary of the 
treasury were engaged in subserving the 
interests of the people instead of cater- 
ing to the greed of Wall street, there 
would be no necessity for the seign- 
iorage bill. The law of 1890 provides 
that after July 1, 1891 (up to which 
date silver was coined at the rate of 
two millions a month), the secretary 
of the treasury “shall coin”—not “may 
coin;” there is no discretion about it— 
the secretary of the treasury “shall coin 
under the provisions of this act as much 
as may be necessary to provide for the 
redemption of the treasury notes herein 
provided for, and any gain or seigniorage 
arising from such coinage shall be ac- 
counted for and paid into the treasury.” 

Against the mendacity of John Sher- 
man and the bold, unblushing ignorance 
of the pretended financiers of New York 
city we place the plain, Simple, unmis- 
takable terms of the law—so plain and 
Simple that no one can misunderstand 
them, and so unmistakable that only a 
secretary of the treasury bent upon vio- 
lating the law would hesitate to carry it 
out.

A 4,000-Mile Ruilroad, ~ 

From The Portland Argus. + 

People who have considered the proposed 
railway from the United States through 
Mexico, Central America and South Amer- 
ica to the region bordering on the far 
southern limits of the continent a mere idle 
fancy will find cause to revise their idea 
on seeing the report of the chief engineer, 
Mr. Shunk, to the commission. The survey 
appears to have been made all the way to 
Buenos Ayres and to be found feasible. 
Much of the tropical region in South Amer- 
ica will be traversed at great altitudes 
for railway travel, the survey including 
sections that rise to heights of 7,000 to 
12,000 feet above sea level. Such elevated 
rapid transit ought to afford much striking 
scenery, as well as decidedly cool weather, 
for travelers irrespective of the season. 
The survey makes the length of the pro- 
posed line 4,300 miles from the Mexican 
starting place to .Buenos Ayres, and the 
cost of the completed road is put at 
$50,000 per mile, including some formidable 
grading and bridging, or about $200,000,qu0 
in all, for which the funds are to be paid 
proportionally by the countries interested. 

The beginning of the line will be a point 
in Mexico which will make the new line 
continuous with the existing system in that 
country and Gie United States. Thus the 
completion of the road will enable a pas- 
senger to go by rail.all the way from Can-

is north of it. From Buenos Ayres still 
southward to Tierra del Fuego, the Land of 
Desolation, is 20 degrees farther, and the 
inhabitants of that country beyond the 
straight of Magellon are not yet petitioning , 
for railroad accommodations. Looking from 
the decks of the Beagle in the great des- 
olate strait off through a waterway reach- 
ing farther south through that forbidding 
land Darwin, in his notes made in 1882, 
remarks that the passage “seemed to 
lead to another and worse world.” Doubt- 
less a large part of the road wiil not pay 
for a long time, but its construction will 
aid in building up towns and trade along 
the line. Some sections even in South 
America are expected to pay from the start.

Eaitor Constitution—The property owners 
on Peachtree street are citizens and tax- 
payers of Atlanta. Aside from the enor- 


mous special tax which they have just paid 


for asphalt pavements, they pay a regular 
annual tax of about double that collected 
on any other residence street in the city. 
They are therefore supposed to have equal 
rights with other citizens—rights which 
other citizens gught to feel bound to re- 
spect. Among these is the right to use 
all lawful and reasonable means for Keep- 
ing the dust out of their houses and front 
verandas. The most convenient, and in- 
deed the only effective way to do this is 
by sprinkling the street. They do this 
with water, for which they pay the city so 
much per 100 or 1,000 gallons. It igs a fafr 
transaction all round and nobody is injured 
or defrauded by it. But, it is said, that 
gentlemen who live in other sections of the 
city seriously object to this. They want to 
use this beautiful avenue of private homes 
as a sort of public race course on which to 
test the trotting speed of their fast horses. 
Hence they want the street kept dry, and, 
consequence, dusty; otherwise their horses, 
when pushed at unlawful speed under whip 
or spur, should perchance slip and fall. 
The dust which they would raise and the 
dirty verandas and lawns in consequence are 
to them matters of supreeme indifference. 
They live elsewhere and are not incon- 
venienced by it. It is not their ox that 
is being gored by their neighbor’s bull, but 
their bull which gores tlfeir neighbor’s ox; 
therefore let the goring proceed. Let no 
one presume to interfere with the pleasure 
which the proceeding affords those who are 
not injured by it.

Concerning the Establishment of the 
Normal and Industrial College. 
Editor Constitution—During the joint de- 
bate between General Evans and Hon. W. 
Y. Atkinson it has not been unusual for 
the latter to accept for himself all of the 
credit of founding the college for the white 

girls of Georgia. 

Long before Mr. Atkinson was elected to 
the Georgia legislature, and before he be- 
came so well known in Atlanta, the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union of Geor- 
git held its annual convention in the First 
Baptist church of Atlanta, in the early 
epring of 1888. Afterwards the local unions 
were so enthused that when a sister from 
Columbus, Miss., regaled the South Side 
union with tidings of the great things the 
Industrial institute and college at Colum- 
bus, Miss., was doing for the girls of that 
state, the women declared that Georgia's 
girls must have a similar institution of 
learning. Montgomery Folsom reported 
these meetings for The Constitution and 
Mrs, J. K. Ohl (Maud Andrews) was sent 
by that great paper to inspect the Mississip- 
pi college end iell its readers all about it. 
On the 28d cay of Acgust, 2888, the Woman's 
Christfan Temperance Union ‘formally de- 
clared their intention of working and pray- 
ing for this college for Georgia’s Caughters. 
Dr. Felton was elected to the legislature, 
and when approached by the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union declared his 
willingness to present a bill to the house 
of representatives, if a strong petition ask- 
ing for the establishment of a girls’ college, 
and signed by 10,000 men and women, could 
be secured. 

Cheered by this kindness on his part, the 
Atlanta fouth Side Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union at once began to work. 
Two thousand copies of a petition were sent 
throughout the state of Georgia and when 
the annual state convention of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union was held in 
Augusta, in the spring of 1889, the secretary 
of the South Side addressed the women 
on the :mportance of striving to persuade 
the iegislators of the counties in which they 
lived to vote for the bill when presented. 
They were also urged to circulate the pe- 
titions and send to the members in Atlanta 
when the legislature convened. This ad- 
dress was published in full in the minutes 
of the Georgia Woman’s Christian. Temper- 
ance Union of 1889, and proves beyond ques- 
tica that Atlanta’s women were alive to 


their duty to their daughters, and were not 


sleeping over their opportunities. A large 
nunber of these petitions were signed and 
returned to Atlanta and a large roll was 
presented to one of Ftiton’s representa- 
tives, showing that Atlanta women had not 
been idle. Before the session opened, Dr. 
Boggs. visited “‘the sage of Bartow” and 
persuaded him to leave the giris’ college 
to the tender mercies of Mr. Atkinson, and 
he (Dr. Felton) was to champion a bill ask- 
ing for an enlarged appropriation for the 
State university at Athens. Dr. Felton con- 
sented to this and promised to stand by 
the girls’ college in any case, Mr. Atkinson 
promising to vote for the bill for the uni- 


| versity. This change of pian caused the 


Woman’s Christian Temperance Union much 
dismay aud discomfort, for Mr. Atkinson’s 
fame had not then spretd over the Empire 
State. When they heard the masterly ef- 
forts of Dr. Felton in behalf of the giris’ 
college and the invective he poured on those 
so steeped in prejudice and ignorance that 
they approved of nothing and opposed ev- 
erything looking to the advancement of 
women, they were filled with renewed hope. 
There are many who believe and contend 
that Dr. Felton’s eloquence won the day 
for the Georgia Normal and industrial col- 
lege. 

The “Punic faith’ which Mr. Atkinson 
displayed when he failed to vote, as he had 
promised, for the university bill, was con- 
sidered as proof of his eminent fitness for 
chief wire-puller and successful politician 
in the coming days; but he and his methods 
are regarded with supreme contempt and 
disgust by his former colleagues, who once 
believed in his faith and honer. 

When the success of the normal and In- 
dustrial college bill hung in the balance, 
it can be proven that Mr. Atkinson believed 
the mothers, wives and daughters of At- 
lanta could help him, for he was decidedly 
anxious that they should appear in force 
in the galleries of both house and senate 
when the bill was under discussion. 

During that trying time the press of At- 
lanta opened its columns to women who 
could or would write in the Interest of the 
girls’ college. Editorial after editorial wes 
written urging the legisJature to do justice 
to the hitherto neglected half of humanity 
of Georgia; in fact, there was a “long pv'l, 
a strong pull and a pull altogether,” and 
the women were never so much interceted 
in legisiative proceedings. 

None but a thoroughbred politician would 
strive to appropriate all the credit of this 
popular movement for his own personal and 
political aggrendizement, and it. is this 
appropriating faculty which has made 
Coweta’s Caesar grow so great.

Probable Cause of the Phenomena, 


Just how and why it is that there is here 
generated so immense an amount of elec- 
tricity as to keep up such an incessant 
ignition is one of those problems that can 
only be solved when sufficient data are at 
hand to work upon. It is probable that 
with the commencement of the rainy sea- 
son, this region is the porder of opposing 
air and ocean currents whose friction has 
something to do in tne case. This wouid 
tend to bring into contact opposing clouds 
variously charged, and as lightning is the 
passing of electricity trom one cloud to 
another, seeking equilibrium, or the pass- 
ing of the fluid from a cioud to the earth, 
it is probable that, in this continued fric- 
tion of currents, may be found a starting 
point to unravel the mystery. It is in 
swidling and opposing cloud strata, especi- 
ally where these get into gyratory motion, 
that electrical phenomena are most abun- 
dant, just as, in an even, uniform flow of 
clouds, such disturbance is rareb.and often 
entirely absent. It would not seem, from 
the meager information bearing on this 
matter, that the electrical interchange is 
between the clouds and the carth, as there 
is no reference made to what are termed 
lightning strokes—when the descending cur- 
rent strikes a tree, building or other ob- 
ject, or strikes the ground Cirectly. But it 
would certainly be a trying ordeal on any 
fairly-balanced nervous organization to be- 
hofd a blazing sky for days and nights to- 
gether and lLsten to the incessant rollin 
of the thunder until the very senses seeme 
stupefied to further recognition.

Tro Hundred Miles Per Hour. 


It is evident that what may be termed 
electrical science is yet in its infancy, and 
marvelous will be the revelations that will 
disclose themselves by the close of the cen- 
tury. Bus when electricity has to act in 
conjunction with mechanism, in other 
words, when electricity is the motor and 
mechanism the vehicle, the ac- 


| tion resulting must fall within the purview 
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of mechanical law, and mechanical action 
has not that lightning-like character that 
we associate with electricity. In discussing 
forthcoming electrical railroads some of the 
projectors, with more enthusiasm than me=- 
chanical knowledge, allow themselves to he 
Sanguine that a speed of trains can be ob- 
tained of 200 miles r hour. This would 
be a speed of a little more than 293 feet 
per second, and a four-ineh trolley wheel, 
if the trolley system be used, would be 
required to turn at the rate of over 293 
revolutions per second. it will at once be 
seen that no such velocity could be appli- 
cable on anything more than an almost 
inaperectanes curve, but, of ocurse, a train 
could be “slowed” in rounding these. But 
there is not at the present time any known 
principle of construcuon for wheel rota- 
tion, involving the necessary weight, in 
which the centrifugal tendency at such 
speed would be compatibie with safety. Of 
course it is well understood that where the 
reversible feature of piston and crank ac- 
tion can be dispensed with, higher 
mechan:cal motion can be secured, and it is 
true that electrical action far exceeds steam 
action in quickness, but a law governs me- 
chanical rotation. and the safe limit is 
passed a considerable time prior to ob- 
taining a speed of 2% feet per second. 
Even with the present speed of railway 
trains hot boxes are a frequent and an an- 
noying as well as dangerous feature, and, 
as stated, unless some radical change for 
the better in the rotary principle is dis- 
covered, it will be found that the maximum 
of speed has been reached in some of our 
fastest steam express trains. At all events, 
it might be well for a time to aim at a

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‘A PAMILY APPAIR. 


Patrolman Dorrian Stops a Noisy Row 
in a Family. 


A Knotty Case Bofore the Recorder Post- 
poned Until Today for Decision. 
Other Police Itsme. 


Patrolman Dorrian’s ears were regaled 
at various times during night before last 
by a family concert pitched in high C and 
proceeding from the family residence of 
Mr. J. M, Vaughn, 23 Moore street. 

The patrolman paced his beat uneasy and 
undecided. The row had gained more than 
sufficient proportions to warrant his inter- 
ference, but as it was inside the residence of 
a gentieman of pretty good reputation, he 
hesitated long before putting an end to it. 

Finally, just after midniglit yesterday 
morning, he resolved to take a hand, and 
calling a passer-by to witness, he rang the 
door bell and summarily ended the con- 
jugal dispute, for such it was. Mr. and 
Mrs. Vaughn had fallen out and had a high 
old time of it, The officer said the noise of 
the disturbance could have been heard quite 
a distance away. The passer-by said so too. 
Mr. Vaughn was sent to police headquar- 
ters under the belief that he was gullty of 
the entire affair, for such is the mortal na- 
ture of Policemen that they cannot see the 
merits of the case by merely seeing one 
Cases were made against both 
husband and wife. 

Vaughn was kept in a cell until yester- 
day afternoon, when he and his wife appear- 
ed in police court. Vaughn said it was his 
first arrest and said that he regarded his 
wife as to blame for all that Kad occurred, 
but Was anxious that she be let off easily. 
From the statements of other witnesses, 
the judge was led to agree with Vaughn, so 
far as the first part of his statement was 
concerned for Mrs. Vaughn was fined and 
her husband was allowed to go free. The 
two left police headquarters together.

The case was that against Mr. Hall, the

.by four patrolmen, Messrs. Wilson, Cornett, 
Aderman and Ponder, with keeping open the 
doors of his saloon long after the hours 
prescribed by law. The four officers testi- 
fied that just a few minutes before 12 
o'clock Saturday night last they passed 
Mr. Hall’s saloon and saw five men inside 
the saloon, Mr. Hall included, drinking 
beer. The men left the saloon soon after- 
ward. Mr. Hall told the officers on coming 
out that he had kept his place open beyond 
the usual time to have some repairs com- 
pleted. : 

Under the circumstances the officers did 
not make a case against Mr. Hall, but re- 
ported the matter to Captain Thompson, 
who instructed them to make the case, 
which was done yesterday. 

Mr. Hall had three witnesses to prove that 
he was forced to keep his place open to 
have some plumbing done. The plumber 
that did the repairing was present and tes- 
tified to the facts. The men who were 
drinking beer, Mr. Hall said, were his em- 
ployes. Judge Calhoun said that he was 
unable to decide about the culpability of 
Mr. Hall, and put the case off until this 
afternoon. He will in the meantime get an 
opinion from City Attorney Colville. 

If Mr. Hall is found guilty it means a 
fine and a forfeiture of license.

The Railway Detective. 

The detective system on a large scale was 
first introduced on the Pennsylvania lines, 
and an official of the road, in speaking of 
the service rendered by the detective force, 
said: “This department has been in opera- 
tion for a great many years, but not until 
recently was the territory divided up among 
the detectives. Now there is a secret ser- 
vice man who is fiven a stretch of road 
covering about sixty miles. Before this di- 
vision system was adopted the detectives 
were detailed to certain points along the 
roads. Very often our work is light, and 
again it may probably be extremely fa-

The Sale of the M. and N. G. 

The sale of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad is approaching, and with it 
comes a revival of the rumors that this line 
is to be joined by capitalists of the north 
with the Atlanta and Fiorida to form a 
trunk line north and south through Atlanta. 
The Atlanta and Fiorida was recently sold 
to the bondholders of the road, but these 
bondholders, it is said, wi:i sell out at a 
low price, about $4,000 per mile. This being 
true, the bondholders of the Mevietta and 
North Georgia who will probably buy in 
that road, will have an easy time of it 
Making the purchase desired. All that 
would remain to be done is to build the link 
of about twenty miles between Marietta 
and Atianta, and this could be done by 
bonds. So that it is clearly seen that the 
men could buy up both roads, Issuing stock 
im payment, and thus not be out a penny. 
It is thought that such a scheme will go. 


Long Distance Electric Lines. 


The long distance electric road is coming, 
and it is more than probable that Pitts- 
burg will have ihe honor of inaugurating 
it. Mr. Westinghouse is now making ex- 
haustive experiments in this direction. At 
Homewood, near Mr. Westinghouse’s resi- 
dence, a half-mile track has been built 
at great expense. In order to obtain a 
level track a deep cutting had to be made. 
Then the track was fenced in and in such 
& manner that no prying eyes can penetrate 
the mysteries of the experiments therein be- 
ing made. The Westinghouse experts have, 
for a time at least, dropped the storage sys- 
tem, and are devoting their talents to 
the elucidation of the underground system. 

he underground system is admittedly 
More costly to build than the overhe 
or trolley system, but it is believed that it 
Can be made less expensive to op- 
erate and less liable to interruption 
by accident or bad weather. One system 
cw under consideration provides for re- 
covering and returning that portion of the 
electric current which, after passing 


through the motor of the car, is now lost. 


By the methods now in use the surplus elec- 
c power is run off into the ground and 
wasted. By the proposed plan a second 
Wire will be usea to retain this waste, 
80 that it may be again used. This feature 
in itself, if successful, will effect a large 
Saving in the cost of operation.
